OUR GOLDEN WEDDING 
2889 San Pasqual 
Dear "Patriotic" Relatives Pasadena 10,California 
and Friends: The Fourth of July,1956 


Our "Golden Days" began on June 6 in Hayward, California in the Manse with our son Paul 
and family, when soon after breakfast we receiveca a long-distance call from our daughter 
Helen and husband in Lancaster, Pennsylvania. What a thrill it was to hear their voices. 
Next, our laps were filled with hundreds of messages of congratulation from friends "far 
and near" on beautiful cards for such an occasion. We read steadily til noon. 

In the afternoon we were taken to San Francisco where our son Howard and wife met us to 
See Cinerama Holiday, after which we went to Golden Gate Park and to the Cliff House; from 
there to China-town where we had our evening meal-- a delicious 'sukiyaki' in a Japanese 
Restaurant - of the kind we used to enjoy in Seoul, Korea. 

On returning to Hayward we listened to a tape-recording of Greetings from our children 
and grandchildren in Lancaster, Pennsylvania - recorded while Howard was with them for a 
visit on his way to the Presbyterian General Assembly in Philadelphia. 

The Reception was held in the parlors of the Presbyterian Church of Hayward on Friday 
evening, the 8th at 8:00, as arranged by a committee of ladies of the church, and attended 
by friends in both the Hayward and Tracy Churches of which Paul and Howard are pastors, and 
by former missionaries in Korea and other friends. A bouquet was arranged by a Japanese 
florist who is a deaconess in the Hayward Church; and flowers were sent by telegram from 
Arlington, Virginia (from the organist of the Church in New Smyrna Beach, Florida when we 
were there in 1942-43) Another lady provided a "Golden bound" guest-book for all to sign 
Which was presented to us. 

A huge wedding cake was cut by the bride and groom,and our two daughters-in-law 
"poured". There was much picture-taking, a program of remarks of congratulations; presen- 
tation of gifts and responses, followed by the showing of a film in the Church Sanctuary of 
the medical work in Taegu, Korea as described by Kenneth Scott, M.D. (brother of our son- 
in-law, Francis), and his wife, Ann, a registered nurse. 

On the return trip to Pasadena, we had Sunday,—the 10th, with Pismo Beach Church that 
we had served for seven months, 1947-48; the next day a stop-over in beautiful Santa Bar- 
bara for a visit with a number of retired missionaries from Korea, arriving home on the 12th. 

A surprise was awaiting us Sunday, June 17, in the San Marino Community (Presbyterian) 
Church, where we are serving part-time in the Department of Missions. After each of the 
two morning services there was a Reception in Friendship Court in the form of a 4~tier wed- 
ding cake and punch; congratulatory remarks by one of the elders; and a presentation to 
each of us of a "bag of gold" containing silver dollars wnapped in gold paper and tied 
with gold ribbon. 

Now we have a new television and other gifts, a "rosary" of golden cards of congratu- 
lations with their messages of love and friendship, and the memories of fifty years made 
vivid from the day of our wedding in Linesville Pennsylvania June 6, 1906. Could there be 
anything richer, more wonderful, as we journey on together towards the Sunset of life? 

We were in the hands of our children whose idea it was that we should have "Our Day". 
They planned it: HELEN with four children whose husband is one of the two pastors of The 
First Presbyterian Church of Lancaster, Pennsylvania (Rev. and Mrs. Francis EOC tis 
1037 Wheatland Avenue); REV. AND MRS. PAUL B. RHODES and four children, 22427 North Fifth 
Street, Hayward, California; REV. AND MRS. HOWARD B. RHODES with three children, 125 Ber- 
verdor, Tracy, California. In them our lives and work are multiplied more than three-fold 
in the service of the Church. 

This letter of appreciation is sent out now instead of our amual Christmas letter which 
we may discontinue, depending on circumstances at the end of 1957. Please keep a record of 
our address here which is permanent for this life so far as we know now, and send us a mes- 
sage from time to time. You have made our lives rich in friendship, and to lose all contact 
with you would be to us a loss indeed, 

We cannot live the Fifty Years over again and correct the mistakes we made, but we 
can trust a kind Heavenly Father to remove them and Supply the needs of our remaining 
years according to His promise. May it be so with you all, is our wish and prayer.

Mrse Harry Ae Rhodes 
Sooul, Chosen 


During her thirty-four yoars in Chosen Irse Harry Ae Rhodes has had all 
the experiences, thrills, and trials of missionary lifes 


In 1908 Mrs» Rhodes and her husband were Appointed as one of three 
couples to open the interior station of Kangkei in the far north of Chosen (then 
called Korea) where the mountains are high and the winters severoe At that time 
it was a six day trip overland by chair, often attended by rain and floods, and 
sometimes by sleeping in most primitive innse The way out was by houseboat on 
the Kangkei and Yulu Rivers, shooting the rapids by day and fighting the mos- 
quitocs and other bugs while anchored for the nighte Upon the completion of their 
new house in Kangkei, a "sight=seo" was given for two days, and over 1,100 Koreans 
CAMs 


Mese Rhodes immediately began her part in the Christian life of the 
communitye She was superintendont of the women's Sunday school, taught Biblo and 
music in classes for women and in the girls? school at Kangkei, and was hostess to 
many callers in her home dailye 


In 1917 the Rhodes were assigned to work in Scoul at the new Chosen 
Christian College formone Hore, on a beautiful location west of the city, their 
next home was built. lrse Rhodes taught a Bible class and trained 4 choir in the 
local village church, played for the college orchostra, and took an active part in 
tho college's community life and in mission circles around the citys 


During their most rocent term of servica Dre and lMrse Rhodes lived on the 
Yundeng Compound inside the east gate of the city of Seoul. "Bvangelistic™ was what 
they called their work, which moant thet lirs. Khodes was entertaining guests almost 
constantly, besides teaehing English, Bible, and msic in the Young Women's 
Academy, receiving groups of young people and women in her home, and assisting in 
the work of a large city church where she taught an English Bible class of students, 
and trained a young people's choir in her capacity as church organiste 


When telling about the everyday evonts of missionary life, which for her 
has been varied and rich, Mrse Rhodes uses hor Korean dolls to portray people and 
thoir customse 


Mrse Harry Rhodes is a nativo of Ponnsylwania whore she graduated from 
Slippery Rock State Normal School and taught for six years before she became 4
